ENGLAND WATCHING 
FOR GERMAN AIRCRAFT. 

London, January 11.—(3:33 a. m.)j— 
A Zeppelin airship, accompanied by 
three monoplanes, passed over Furnes, 
Dunkirk and Calais Saturday night, 
according to The Daily Chronicle’s 
French frontier correspondent. It was 
believed, the correspondent adds, that 
the air craft were headed for Dover. 
They were flying very high and did 
not attack the towns they flew over. 
"No hostile aircraft were sighted at 
any points along the English coast 
Sunday, although a vigilant aeroplane 
and automobile patrol was maintained 
as a result of the rumors that the 
Germans were headed for England. 


FIFTY FAMILIES 
IN MERIWETHER 
“LIVE AT HOME” 


Washington, January 10.—(Special.) 
Fifty farmers’ families, living in 
Troup and Meriwether counties, Geor- 
gia, come nearer living at home and 
live more economically than similar 
in the United 
States, according to the United States 
department of agriculture. 

The object of the investigation was 
to learn how much of the families’ 
living was derived from products grown 
and consumed on the farm. They 
wanted to learn what proportion of 
the family’s actual necessities were 
raised at home and how much were 
bought outside with -the products of 
the farm. 

It was learned 
of the farm labor was hired. In mak- 
ing up their report the investigators 
put down farm houses.at a cash valua- 
tion, under the head of rent. They 
said this was part of the farmers’ in- 
come, the saving of rent. The average 
for rent was placed at $92 a year. The} 
cost of food for each family was placed | 
at $480 a year, of which 78 per cent} 
was found to be grown on the farm. 
In no other place except North Caro- 
lina was the proportion so great. 

Klome grown vegetables cut down 
the cost of living, and cofn meal saved 
on tne flour bill. Nearly all the meat 
products consumed by these families 
was found to have been raised on the 
farm.

Committee Balks at Job. 

In the face of the deficit and after 
thoroughly canvassing the needs of the 
various departments, members of the 
committee find that the city must have 
a surplus of at least $260,000 before it 
can even make a pretense of carrying 
out the plans of the vartous depart- 
ments, 

In making up the January sheet itn 
1914, Chairman W. G. Humphrey was 
confronted with a similar problem, and 
he took the same position as the mayor 
—that no part of the unearned revenue} 
of the city should be anticipated. The 
mayor was anxious to wipe out ap- 
pfoximately $700,000 in debts and moral 
obligations, and since he has accom- 
plished what he set out to do, the new 
administration which took over the af- 
fairs of the city on the frst of the 
year expect that the mayor will allow 
the finance committee more latitude in 
the matter of anticipating money to 
make both ends meet. 

Same Old Problem. 

Last January the finance committee 
anticipated $187,000 of the tax revenue 
as reflected in the !ncreases shown on 
the tax digest. In June the committee 
faced the same old problem of trying 
to make progress for the city with 
revenue too meager to even meet fixed 
expenses, 

How far Mayor Woodward will let 
the committee dig into the unearned 
revenue of the city, is the question 
which new members of council are 
asking, and wpon the mayor’s decision 
much depends. His friends that

The British note concurs in the view 
of the United States that commerce be- 
tween neutral nations should be inter- 
fered with only when absolutely nec- 
essary, and officials here construed it 
conceding that the principles ex- 
pressed by the American protest were 
just. 
The only formal comment was this 
Statement, issued by Secretary Bryan: 
“This answer being preliminary and 
not being intended as a complete re- 
Diy, we will postpone comment until 
the full answer is received.” 
Alleged Fraudulent Practices. 
Briefly, the British reply, while con- 
ceding the principles on which the 
American contentions are based, points 
out difficulties in actual practice, re- 
fers to alleged fraudulent practices 
by shippers and oltes statistics show- 
ing an increase, rather than a decline 
in certain neutral commerce, in support 
of Great Britain’s suspicions that Ger- 
many and Austria have been, indirectly.

PRINCIPAL ROLE. 


London, January 10 
observer attached to 
quarters at the front points out in a 
report given out today how heavy 
guns have been proved of supreme im- 
portance in modern warfare, 

“Experiences in this war have 
caused many modifications of theories 
commonly held before,” he says, “but 
no factor was s0 underestimated as 
the effect high explosive projectiles 
fired in guns and howitzers. 

“The opening of the war found 
allies in a position of inferiority 
this respect, an _ inferiority 
however, has since been made good. 

“The gunner, and more especially 
the garrison gunner, has come into 
his own; for this arm of the service 
has assumed importance greater prob- 
ably than it ever before peonenaed and 
certainly greater than it has known 
since the time of Napoleon. For the 
last hundred years, against troops in 
the field, artillery has, * generally 
speaking, been depended upon to cre- 
ate a moral effect rather than any 
great material result; and it has been 
reserved for this war to prove that it 
is the chief agent in destroying the 
enemy's power of resistance. 

“It is extremely hard to conceal the 
position of trenches: from aerial ob- 
servers, and once their position is 
disclosed to the gunners and the ex- 
act range obtained it is not long be 
fore whole lengths of trenches will be 
biown in and entanglements and ev- 
ery form of obstacle, however ingenu- 
ous, swept away. 

“The allied artillery gradually is 
assuming superiority: over the Ger- 
man—a factor of great importance.” 


NO CHANGE, 
SAYS VIENNA. 


Vienna, January 10.—(Via Amater- 
dam to London, January 11, 12:38 a. m.)

These reforms follow 
his accomplishments in forcing down 
the price of armor plate and making 
better conditions for the enlisted men. 
Now a worthy youth who leaves the 
cotton farm and enlists in the navy, 
has the opportunity to take an examl- 
nation, and if he passes it, to enter the 
Navalacademy at Annapolis and qual- 
ify himself to be a commissioned offi- 
cer. Thus the Apprentice seaman no 
longer has to look forward to years of 
scrubbing decks, but he may, if he is 
capable, advance himself to the highest 
and most honored positions in the 
American navy. 

[ven Mr. Gardner concedes that Sec- 
retary of War Garrison has had an 
enviable record as presiding executive 
of the war department.

“Germany maintained an army of 
620,000 men on a peace basis at a cost 
of $268,000,000 per annum. We maintain 
an army of 85,000 men at the enormous 
cost of approximately $130,000,000 per 
annum, Therefore, suring the cost 
of maintenance from the above figures, 
it costs the American people $760,000,- 
000 per annum to maintain an army 
of. 600,000 men. To say that the people 
would stand for any such program 
would be the very essence of tom- 
fooleryv. This country never has had 
and never will have the heel of mili- 
tarism upon its neck. What we need 
is the dissemination of military knowl- 
edge throughout the country by estab- 
lishing institutions in the states in co- 
operation with the federal government 
wherein to teach the young men of the 
country the regular military course at 
a nominal expense as only one incident 
to his education, and then teach him 
scientific agriculture, dairying, ete. In 
this way, in a few vears we would have 
hundreds of trained young men all over 
the country to officer our army in case 
of impending invasion Further than 
this we could lend more encourage- 
ment to the national guard. The only 
reason the national guard has not 
thrived since the new law has been en- 
forced is that everything has been done 
to discourage, rather than 
its habilitation. 

“But why all this commotion about 
going wildly to militarism at this time? 
Of all times in our history for 100 
years we are most -secure now. To 
enter upon such a program as suggest- 
ed by Mr. Gardner at this time would

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THAT FOREIGN LABEL. 


The manufacturers of Pittsburg, Pa., are 
suffering from the same fetich that has 
given Atlanta manufacturers much 
trouble, the fetich of the foreign label. Re- 
cently, an exposition of American manufac- 
tfires under the caption, “Made in America,” 
was projected for Pittsburg. The underly- 
ing idea, of course, was to impress upon 
residents and consumers of the Smoky City 
the fact that goods made in this country 
were just as good in quality and as reason- 
able in price as those made in Europe. In 
all good faith the sponsors for the expost- 
tion launched the enterprise, believing the 
European war gave them a climaxing op- 
portunity. : 

Behold! When important manufacturers 
were approached to exhibit, they balked. 
The reasons they alleged were that they 
hesitated to confess their goods were not 
made in Europe, and that they feared invad- 
ing the superstition of the “superiority” of 
European made goods. 

Human nature fs the same in Pittsburg 
as in Atlanta, in Petrograd as in Hong Kong. 
A vear ago last August Atlanta manufactur- 
ers projected an exposition of their wares. 
Now, this city has made wonderful progress 
in industries, and can supply a great range 
of articles used for food, clotlring and in the 
household. Yet, while the exposition made 
an impressive showing, it is testified in good 
authority that it did not’ represent even half 
of the industries in and around Atlanta. 

Why? 

For the identical reasons advanced by the 
reluctant Pittsburg manufacturers. The 
local manufacturers, or a good many of them, 
were afraid to confess that their goods were 
made in Atlanta. They were afraid of the 
psychological effect, or rather the hypnotic 
effect, of the “foreign label” fetich. Year 
by year they make progress in persuading 
Atlantans from under the spell. jut still 
a good many of them are actually driven to 
the subterfuge of sending their goods away, 
getting a foreign label on them and selling 
them again to contented homefolks. 

In course of time these paradoxes, in 
Pittsburg or Atlanta, will adjust themselves. 
Advertising will facilitate that process. Ad- 
vertising built up the reputation of European 
goods, as it has done the reputation of goods 
made outside of Atlanta, but sold in Atlanta. 
That tip to the Pittsburgers 
and Atlantans. And by advertising, we mean 
not one dab, but “keeping constantly at it.”

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THE COUNTRY BOY’S LEAD. 


One of the interesting questions dis- 
cussed at the annual convention of the 
American Public Health association was the 
relative strength and physical resistance of 
the country and city boy. Using laboratory 
and gymnasium tests as a basis, a college 
professor decided that the handicap was on 
the side of the lad from the country. 

Civil war veterans may be surprised at 
this finding. Many experts claimed, as a 
result of observations made during that war, 
that the city boy exceeded the country boy 
in strength and endurance. They said that 
on the march the city boy “stayed put” 
when the country boy lagged, and that in 
resisting camp diseases the former had the 
advantage of the latter. 

They attributed these paradoxes, chiefly, 
to the fact that the city boy led a life more 
or less irregular, demanding of him the 
faculty of adaptation, the one day doing 
little work, the next much, one night retir- 
ing with the chickens, the next retiring as 
The country boy, on the

other hand. led, they claimed, a life of almost 
unvarying monotony. He had the advantage 
of life in the open, but this was offset by 
the superior knowledge of the city in the 
matter of hygiene and by the superior knack 
for adaptation to environment.

Bestdes, the 
movement of wheat and other food products 
from the United States and Canada is so 
ereat and so swift that the experts now esti- 
mate that the entire surplus, both of. the 
United States and of Canada, will be prac- 
tically exhausted about the time the Argen- 
tina grain moves to the market. Further- 
more, that republic will probably be the only 
one capable of meeting foreign demand of 
this kind until the harvests of next summer, 
both in the United States and Canada, have 
been reaped. 

Information of the promise of fine har- 
vests must have been conveyed to the vari- 
ous members of the syndicate which has re- 
cently purchased an issue of Argentina notes, 
in itself not very large, only $15,000,000, but 
a transaction of great significance. 
the purchase would have been made 
though this gratifying information re- 
specting the crops of Argentina had not been 
received by one of the members of the syn- 
dicate which is in*close touch with 
mercial interests in Argentina. The faith 
and credit of that republic stand behind 
these notes, and in recent years Argentina 
has abundantly protected her credit, so that 
it now excellent. The indications were, 
immediately after it was announced that a 
syndicate had purchased these notes. that 
they would speedily be absorbed, for they 
appeared to be very tempting to investing 
capital. The credit behind them is excellent. 
The issue is not large, and the income from 
them will be in one case 6 per cent and in 
the case of two of the longer series 6 1-4 per 
cent. In the financial district, it is commonl: 
understood that the commission which the 
syndicate has agreed to charge is somewhat 
below the customary charge for handling 
transactions of this kind. Therefore, it is 
presumed that the transaction has another 
aspect than that of a simple matter of 
financing or lending money to a foreign ON 
ernment. The probabilities are that the syn- 
dicate Was in some measure influenced by 
the desire to seize one of the great oppor- 
tunities which the foreign war has opened 
to the United States. While a great deal of 
American capital has been brought into Ar- 
gentina and also into other South American 
countries, none was invested in a national 
loan until this syndicate was organized. 

Looked to London for Capital. 

For many years Argentina was 
tomed to look to London for capital. At one 
time, the republic so overstrained itself as 
to bring on the disastrous panic directly oc- 
casioned by the failure of Baring Brothers. 
This panic shivered credit all over the world, 
and was one of the causes of our own dis- 
tress in the spring and summer of 1893. 

How great the investment of English 
in Argentina has been is shown by 
reliable estimate of’ the aggregate invest- 
ment of British capital there, which was 
nearly $1,500,000,000. This was considerably 
more than the total of the investments 
France made in Argentina, although the ag- 
gregate of French investmént was estimated 
ago at $400,900,000, and of Ger- 
investment at $300,000,000. These in- 
vestments furnished the means which have 
enabled Argentina to develop her industries 
her natural resources more rapidly and 
greater extent than any other South 
lation has done. How rapid this

Fifteen 
years ago Aixentina exported commodities of 
the money value of $150,000,000, and she paid 
$114,000,000, round mumbers, for imports.
